Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Sisson indicated that he will issue a supplemental Advisory 
Action, indicating the Rule 1.116 response of 28 April 2006 will be entered. 

Mr. Sisson indicated that as presently worded claim 1 encompasses a broad genus of proteins components under the 
label of "estrogen-binding domain of an estrogen receptor" and "granulocyte colony stimulating factor receptor" in that 
the protein components are not limited to source, length, or percent identity. Mr. Sisson acknowledged the showing in 
the response of 26 September 2005 where Fukunaga et al., disclose a "predicted amino acid sequence" for murine 
granulocyte Colony-Stimulating Factor, and that Greene et al., disclose a "predicted amino acid sequence of human 
estrogen receptor." Mr. Sisson noted that the claims are not limited to murine or human forms of the protein 
components. Mr. Sisson also directed attention to Example 14 of the Written Description Guidelines that used a SEQ 
ID NO. and 95% percent identity of variants to meet the written description burden under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph. 
Dr. DeCamp indicated that he will consider submitting a declaration showing that the sequence of estrogen-binding 
domain of an estrogen receptor as well as the sequence of granulocyte colony stimulating factor receptor are highly 
conserved (within 95% identify across members) and that the protein component used in the claimed fusion protein is 
full length. 
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
